▲ Canadian ludlan. states a contem¬ 
porary. never loaes bis way In tbe 
woods, being always able to And bh* 
road over a route once followed by 
him and also to peuetrate forests that 
he has never seen If ooly another In 
dlan shows him tbe general course tn 
a rough draft on a piece of bark. 

Indians display marked' ability In 
communicating with one another In tbe 
woods. They telegraph by means of 
smoke, and It la astonishing bow far 
off they can acent It—always a long 
time before {key can see It or could 
bear a sound from Its vicinity. If they 
expect to be followed by another party 
they stick a piece of wood In the 
ground on a portage, slanting It In the 
direction In which they are traveling. 
Those who find it will know by the de 
gree of Inclination whether they who 
planted It are traveling hurriedly or 
not 

If It be In summer, a small bough or 
piece of a shrub ia fattened to the 
stake, and by the extent to which It 
has become withered those who And It 
will know when It was placed there. 
If a hunter, as very often happens, has 
to make a detour or to remain behind 
his squaw In search of game, she will 
occasionally Indicate the route she has 
taken by sticks placed In the ground, 
to which sbe hae nttacbed a small por¬ 
tion of her skirt. 


And a deer which looks ready for fat¬ 
tening purp--ses. Having selected one. 
It Is tbe work of tbe keeper to get him 
separated from the rest and then to 
slip his hound and yet after him aa 
hard aa we can gallop. Tbe pace, of 
course. Is i -emeudous. and aa rabbit 
hole* abound the risk of a fall la even 
betgng or, rather, a trlAe of odds on 
the certainty of our “taking a toaa,” 
As our deer bounds away with hla 
wonderfully easy, elastic movements 
be makes for the wildest part of the 
park expecting to escape Ills pursuers.

With open mouth 
and tongue outhanglng he plunges a 
c«.-sl Afteen feet Into the water and 
swims for tbe c -poatte bank. Gasp¬ 
ing ard tiring, he lands on what be 
hopes la freedom from btk pursuers 
But alas, no! Tet another fresh bound 
\* after him What can be do? He is 
too pumped with bis already hard 
burst to fare the hill before him. 

He turna around and tears down 
through the bracken with a hound on 
each aide of him. ready to pull him 
down If they get but half a chance. 
It la a dlngdong racy. under tree*, 
through bogs and bracken, up and 
down dells and breaks, smashing bead 
long through everything, anything, to 
reach tbe shelter of the friendly 
water once again. With a mighty 
spring be Is In again. For a moment 
there la breathing space, for now the 
keepers and bounds. yet some way off.

arrangements for tbeir marriage. Even 
In 18*8 misalliances were prohibited 
oh tbe Viennese stage, for, aa tbe cen 
sor aagely observed, these misfortunes 
wUl occur la real life, but they should 
not be allowed In tbe theater. 

At Stuttgart tbe “Ipblgenla In Tau 
ria** of Goethe was nearly prohibited 
because tbe Greek dress allowed tbe 
acton* bare lega to be seen. There 
was a long dispute over this {mint, but 
at last the censor permitted tbe play 
on condition that tbe acton wore yel 
low tights. 

Few would bare Imagined tb#the 
Viennese censor was so careful of the 
morals of tbe population a hundred 
year* ago, but Dr. Helndl shows that 
not merely political allusions were cen¬ 
sored. but that the strictest decorum 
of word and of thought was Insisted 
upon.

New Cow Feeding Tests.
